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Established companies 
look to Bradford

A public meeting under 
the Planning Act was held in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury 
council on Nov. 3, to consider 
a zoning bylaw amendment 
for a 16.2 hectare property on 
the 9th Line. 

The former carrot pack¬ 
ing plant has been vacant for 
years, but a new purchaser is 
interested in utilizing the por¬ 
tion of the property closest to 
Artesian Industrial Parkway, as 
the new home of Ontario Bar¬ 
rier Wall and Magnum Attach¬ 
ments, companies currently 
located in Etobicoke that rent 
out construction and traffic 
safety equipment and barri¬ 
ers, employing 45 people. 

The rezoning would see 
the northern 25% of the prop¬ 
erty rezoned from Agricul¬ 
tural Exception to Environ¬ 
mental Protection. The mid¬ 
dle portion of the property, 
which falls within the Brad¬ 
ford Urban Boundary and is 
currently Zoned Industrial- 
Exception, would be rezoned 
to Environmental Protec¬ 
tion (recognizing a significant 
woodland and tributaries of 
Scanlon Creek) and Indus¬ 
trial (Ml-Holding), after an 
Environmental Study sets 


the boundaries of the hazard 

The one-third of the prop- 

would be also be rezoned to 
Ml-Holding, to allow a wider 
range of permitted uses - 
including outdoor storage - 
once a site plan has been filed. 
The prospective purchaser is 
proposing berming and land¬ 
scaping around the outdoor 
storage area, rather than fenc¬ 
ing as required in the zoning 
bylaw. 

Doug O'Malley, of OBW, 
told Council that he chose the 
Bradford site after looking for 
a property that was accessi¬ 
ble to both the Toronto and 
growing northern markets, in 
an industrial area, and that 
offered a vibrant community 
for his employees. 

"We looked for a commu¬ 
nity that was aggressively 
growing,” O'Malley said, ask¬ 
ing that the rezoning move 
forward as quickly as possible. 
“Hopefully in January we'll be 
moving up to your town." 

“It’s nice to see jobs com¬ 
ing here,” said Deputy Mayor 
James Leduc. 

“This is a good news story,” 
agreed Mayor Rob Keffer. 

The application was referred 
to staff for a report, and rec¬ 
ommendation to council.

NOT FOR SALE 

To the editor: I couldn’t agree more 
with the editorial, “For Sale Sign?” in the 
Nov. 5 edition of The Bradford Times. 

Other factors should be added to 
the arguments against this ill-advised 
decision. 

The short-term infusion of cash (which 
shrinks after debt payment) would be 
earned by hydro profits in a few years. 
This cash falls far short of the stated 
infrastructure promises. 

Smart investors are investing in for- 
profit infrastructure. For example, the 
very successful OMERS pension fund 
is moving more of their portfolio to 
infrastructure. When governments sell 
off (privatize) their citizens’ assets, 
investors will only purchase those that 
are profitable, leaving the government to 


provide necessary services with reduced 

I don’t think any government sale of 
Citizens’ assets has ever recovered the 
true value. Did we even recover the cost 
of the acreage when Hwy. 407 was sold 
to a foreign country? Will the sale of the 
LCBO provide a safe, guaranteed revenue 
stream? Will hydro shares eventually be 
controlled by a foreign holding company, 
whose only interest is the bottom line - 
not Ontario’s citizens or industries? 

When Ontario Hydro was founded, its 
goal was to provide hydro at fair rates 
that would serve citizens and encourage 
industry. The hydro sale will not further 
this goal.

The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury is planning to construct a 
new elevated water storage facility north of County Road 88 and east 
of Bond Head to service the long-term water demands of Bond Head 
and the Highway 400 Strategic Industrial Employment Area. 

The Town completed a Schedule ‘B’ Municipal Class Environmental 
Assessment for water distribution and sewage collection in the 
Highway 400 Strategic Industrial Employment Area (OPA15) and in the 
Bond Head Settlement Area (OPA 16) in 2010. The EA Study identified 
the preferred servicing strategy consisting of several components, 
including the construction of a new Elevated Water Storage Tower to 
service Bond Head and the Highway 400 Employment Lands.

Trees within urban settings combat 
pollution, cool the urban heat island, 
provide wildlife habitat, and add to 
both esthetics and property values - 
and a recent Urban Tree inventory in 
Bradford assigned a value of over $8.8 
million to the town's boulevard trees. 

Urban Forest Innovations was hired 
this summer to conduct an inven¬ 
tory of5,000 of the trees that line Brad¬ 
ford’s streets and boulevards - look¬ 
ing at the diversity and general health 
of the urban tree canopy, and recom- 


It’s the first step in developing a 
multi-year Urban Forestry Manage¬ 
ment Plan, especially needed in die 
wake of the devastation caused by 
Emerald Ash Borer (EAB) - an invasive 


species fiom Asia, that has killed tens of 
millions of ash trees m Ontano since it 
was first detected in 2002. 

The Town of Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury was pro-active; once the borer 
was confirmed in adjacent York 
Region, the municipality identified 
medium and large trees on town prop¬ 
erty that were worth treating with Tree- 
Azin, and set aside $50,000 peryear for 
EAB management 

The 2015 inventory found that 7% 
of plantings along the boulevards sur¬ 
veyed are ash, and vulnerable to EAB, 
posing an ongoing burden. A total of 
300 dead trees of all species were iden¬ 
tified, requiring removal and replace¬ 
ment - 200 of wfolch are being replaced 
this year. 

Fifiy-nine different tree species were 
identified by Urban Forest Innova¬ 
tions, which suggests a diverse can¬ 
opy. Unfortunately, 29.8% of the trees 
belonged to a single species: Norway 
Maple, which is not native. 

In fact, when the company looked 
at genus rather than species, maples 
accounted for 50% of the urban tree 
cover; Linden 7.5%, Honey Locust 7%, 
Spruce 4%, Apple and Pear 6%.

One of the recommendations of the 
report is to diversify - planting a wider 
variety of species, including Tulip Tree, 
Hackberry and Oak, along Bradford’s 
streets, and to stop planting Norway 
Maples immediately. 

The inventory also looked at the 
health of the trees, and found thatwhile 
the majority are in “good overall condi¬ 
tion,” a total of 1,717 trees were identi¬ 
fied as needing maintenance, rang¬ 
ing from mulching, to pruning reduc¬ 
ing the canopy, and even tree removal. 
Many of those identified are the town’s 
larger trees, well-worth preserving the 
report noted. 

192 trees were found to be in “con¬ 
flict” with overhead wires, 90 trees 
were identified as “high risk” or “very 
high risk” - and a total of278 trees were 
tagged for removal. 

There is a hefty price tag attached 
to the recommendations. The cost of 


following through for all 1,717 trees is 
estimated at between $418,000 and 
$669,000. 

Currently, Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury's tree budget for 2016 is $100,000. 

The report to council recom¬ 
mended completing the tree inven¬ 
tory in 2016, both along the boule¬ 
vards and in municipal parks, at a cost 
of $75,000 - which would leave only 
$25,000 for maintenance. The town 
was also urged to top up the budget 
by an additional $200,000, spending 
$300,000 per year for the next three 
years, to establish the Forestry Man¬ 
agement Plan and carry out the most 
needed maintenance. 

Council received the report on Nov. 
3. 

"It's a wonderful report, once of the 
best I've ever seen," said Councillor 
Gary Lamb. 

Councillor Raj Sandhu agreed. “I 


never thought I would enjoy read¬ 
ing something about trees, but I did.” 
He urged the town to begin incorpo¬ 
rating the recommendations in talks 
with developers planning new subdi- 

Terry Foran, Director of Commu¬ 
nity Services, noted that the $50,000 
budgeted last year “didn’t get us far, 
particularly when the EAB came in.” 
It was only the allocation of additional 
funding, to tree-planting and side¬ 
walk repairs, that allowed the town to 
proceed with the inventory and tree 
replacement 

And as the town catches up on 
maintenance needs, Foran said, "We’re 
going to need additional funding mov¬ 
ing forward” 

The request was referred to budget 
deliberations. “That’swhenthembber 
hits the pavement,” saidDepufy Mayor 
James Indue.

He shared his Afghan experi¬ 
ences - not the combat, but 
the interactions with local 
Afghan people, some of them 
humorous, including an 
“attack” by a donkey in the 
middle of a Kandahar inter- 

Kock provided a differ¬ 
ent perspective on the war in 
Afghanistan: the impact of the 
Canadian forces onthelivesof 
ordinary Afghans. 

“Hiere’s that face that peo¬ 
ple don’t see, and that’s the 
face of the people who are 
suffering," he said, expressing 
his appreciation for the kind¬ 
ness of the Afghan people, 
and the beauty of the country¬ 
side. He noted that his camp 
outside Kandahar employed 
approximately 350 Afghan 
nationals, over an eight- 
year period. “We made sure 
families were actually fed." 
Kbck encouraged guests at the 
dinner to remember not only 
the soldiers who fell, but eve¬ 
rybody who lost their lives in 
conflict - “not just the military 
people, but the civilians... We 
lost 162 guys over there - but a 
lot of other people died." 

MP for York-Simcoe Peter 
Van Loan noted that Canadians 
have foughtwith valour in “wars 
they did not start” - includ¬ 
ing the First and Second World 
Ware. “Throughout, Canadahas 
playedaleaderehiprole...Arole 
beyond what could be expected 
of a Country our size, and that 
is due to the quality of the peo¬ 
ple who served throughout 
all those conflicts, and whom 
we remember this weekend.” 
MPP for York Simcoe Julia 
Munro was inspired by find¬ 


ing a Memorial Prize certificate, 
among her mother’s memo¬ 
rabilia, honouring nurse Edith 
Cavell 

Bom in 1865, Nurse Cavell 
was the matron of a small hos- 


during the Nazi occupation. 
She was charged with “trea¬ 
son" for assisting 200 allied 
soldiers to escape, and exe¬ 
cuted by a Nazi firing squad. 

"Her actions demonstrate 
her faith and fortitude. She 
knew the risks she was tak¬ 
ing in helping young soldiers 
find safety,” Munro said, but 
more important were her 
final words: “Patriotism is not 
enough. I must die without 
hatred or bitterness towards 
anyone.” 

The certificate itself high¬ 
lights values of courage, 
mercy, sacrifice and fortitude. 
“When we stand for two min¬ 
utes, with chilling winds buf¬ 
feting us, it’s hard not to be 
overwhelmed by the sacrifices 
so many have made so we can 
lead life with the freedoms we 
enjoy,” Munro said.

CHATS, Community & 
Home Assistance to Seniors, 
has a basic mandate: To pro¬ 
vide programs and assistance 
that help seniors maintain a 
healthy, active and independ¬ 
ent lifestyle in their homes and 
in their community. 

It’s a goal that Annette Jones, 
chief nursing officer and vice 
president of patient experience 
at Southlake Regional Health 
Centre, wholly supports. 

Jones was one of the guest 
presenters at the CHATS 
information session, Support¬ 
ing seniors in our community 
- held at the CHATS offices on 
Nov. 5. 

She acknowledged that 
there is a perception that 
patients are being "rushed 
out of hospital” following pro¬ 
cedures, but it is a simple fact 
that the province has set arbi¬ 
trary limits on how long a 
patient should stay per pro¬ 
cedure, and how much it will 
pay. 

The caps have led Southlake 
to work with a range of com¬ 
munity partners, including 
CHATS and the Community 


Care Access Centres, to cre¬ 
ate a more seamless transition 
from hospital to home. 

sure is that we don't re-admit 
patients to hospital," Jones 
said. “That’s a failure.” 

Instead, the goal is to ensure 
that there is adequate care in 
the community, not only to 
avoid readmission, but also to 
reduce visits to the emergency 
room (ER) in the first place. 
"We’re really trying to get serv¬ 
ices in place to avoid visits to 
the ER,” she said, because hos- 
pitalshousethe “sickest of the 
sick) and can pose added risks 
for seniors, of infection and 
falls. 

She noted that the most 
common reasons for admis¬ 
sion to hospital for seniors are 
urinary track infecdons, pneu¬ 
monia and falls. With better 
chronic illness management, 
education and support in 
the community, those issues 
could be reduced. 

Jones showed a video, pre¬ 
senting statistics that under¬ 
line why the hospital prefers to 
divert seniors from emergency: 
In 2014 alone, across Canada, 
100,000 patients suffered a fall 
in a hospital, 200,000 patients 


in the community

acquired an infection, and 
30,277 Canadians died as a 
result of medical error 

The elderly are particu¬ 
larly vulnerable, Jones said, 
because they don’t question 
their care. “They believe in 
doctors, they believe in the 
health care system.” 

And sometimes, the best 


care is at home. 

Southlake is currently look¬ 
ing for feedback from patient 
advisors, families who have 
recently had loved ones in care, 
"to help us shape the future of 
healthcare at Southlake," Jones 
concluded. “We want to hear 
from people, what it means to

Ned Durango rustles 
up an evening of fun

Every now and then, thea¬ 
tre-goers get to experience an 
evening of theatre magic, when 
playandpeifoimances combine 
to go beyond entertainment, to 
reveal a truth about the human 
condition, and to inspire. 

And it it makes you laugh out 
loud, all the better. 

South Simcoe Theatre’s pro¬ 
duction of the musical Ned 
Durango comes pretty close to 
achieving that theatre magic. 
The book by Norm Foster 
focuses on three residents of 
the straggling town of Big Oak, 
straggling with their own lives. 

Tom (played by Mark Hay¬ 
ward) is an aging jock, who once 
played in the NHL and now 
manages the Crossroads Cafe in 
Big Oak. Orson (Neil Wicks), his 
bottle-washer and cook, lives 
in a trailer paik, estranged from 
daughter Kaypfrylor Garwood), 
with no ambition beyond the 
day's coffee and muffins. Cath¬ 
erine (Nancy Chappie Smok¬ 
ier) is the Mayor, who sees one 
hope: to attract a theme park to 
the Town, byimpressing poten¬ 
tial investors with the annual 
Tbmato Festival Parade. 


Their salvation: Ned Durango 
(Dan Coo), an aging TV cowboy 
hem, whnanives to leadihe parade. 

All of the characters are 
flawed, crippled by fears they 
won't acknowledge - fear of 
failure, fear of “not being good 
enough," fear of being alone, 
fear of the long night of a failing 
mind and lost dreams. 

Sounds grim, but the play is 
funny, witty and wise, the end¬ 
ing is more than upbeat, and 
the music, by Leslie Arden, is a 
delight - especially the ensem¬ 
ble pieces, superbly performed 
by a remarkable cast 
Even the set is pretty darn 
near perfect, from the cafe 
entrance where a broken win¬ 
dow is held in place with red 
caution tape, to the plaid wall¬ 
paper and dusty plants.
